“I doubt to this day that there 

is a person in the world who 
would say a single word against 
her. If anyone had, they would 
have been taken up to the rock 
quarry and beaten,” chuckles 
Lee Hansen, referring to the wo- 
man our new library is named 
after and the loyalty of her stu- 
dents. The CCC custodian sub- 
mitted the winning name in a 
Phi Theta Kappa “Name the Li- 
brary’ contest. When asked 
why he chose Dora Badolett, 
Hansen replied, “Because she 
was beloved by everyone in the 
whole county, There wasn’t any 
other name to name it.’ He 
points out that Dora helped 
start the Astoria Public Library 
in 1892 and that she served on 
the Astoria high school teaching 
staff and library board for 46 
years. 
Many hours of tedious re- 
search accompanied Hansen's 
entry. "It took me three weeks 
I wish I'd had three months.” 
He declares that he will con- 
tinue his fact-finding. For his 
entry, he consulted numerous 
people, including AHS librarian 
Marjorie Halderman, Herbert 
Howels, the city library and 
some of his former classmates. 
“The rest of it is my personal 
token of my esteem for her.” 
The entry finally stopped at 11 
pages. In lieu of a prize for 
winning the contest, Hansen 
dedicated a book to the new li- 
brary in honor of his high 
school class of 1928. 

Prior to coming to Clatsop as 
a custodian 10 months ago, Lee 
Hansen worked as a janitor at 
the Armory for five years and 
also in the carpentry business.

“I blame the apathy here at Clatsop on the lack of communi- 
cation between students and student leaders,” says ASBI secretary 
Linda Green who has witnessed one of the most controversial stu- 
dent councils Clatsop College has ever had. 

The petite sophomore is a Communications major and plans 
to continue her journalism studies at Pacific University in the Fall. 
Linda looks forward to a career in feature writing for newspapers 
Or magazines. 

As ASBI secretary, Linda has had a chance to analyze student 
disunity more than any other member of the student body. She has 
attended all meetings, recorded minutes, and has joined various com- 
mittees. “The remedy to student apathy,” says Linda, “would be 
student leaders with time to talk to students, arouse enthusiasm and 
carry out their duties,” 

“Another cause of disinterest is the number of squabbles we've 
had because of a vocal minority. But even though these people have 
disrupted our meetings, I think they are a necessity. They question 
the council's actions and make the council think more about their 
decisions.” 

Linda has definite ideas about student dissent, “Students should 
be able to demonstrate peaceably for just causes and they should 
realize that violent demonstrations turn people off." She says that 
the media play up demonstrations and by doing so, encourage vio- 
lence. “When the television cameras leave, so do many of the 
demonstrators,” 

“One of the reasons I chose Pacific University was because of 
the peaceful campus. I don’t want to imply that the 1300 students 
that attend Pacific are apathetic or conservative (Pacific is one of the 
most liberal colleges on the West Coast) it’s just that the students 
use constructive means to communicate their ideas, rather than de- 
structive.” 

Linda preferred a two year college for many reasons. ‘The first 
“two years of college are really only general education, and the 
courses are just as hard at Clatsop as any four year college. The 
cost is less and the teachers are good." She has her misgivings about 
the Adult Student Housing that will be built on campus this year 
“The college won't own it for forty years. By then it will be old 
and run down.

Linda has been active in student affairs at Clatsop. She has 
been ASBI secretary, editor of the yearbook, feature editor of the 
Courier, a member of the Expression staff, student representative 
on the College Scholarship Foundation Committee and belongs to 
Phi Theta Kappa.
